Insurance Fund 
Pays $2,160,000 


More than 9.000 checks of varying 
amounts totaling nearly $2,160,000 
were mailed by the state workman’s 
insurance fund in 1932 to industrial 
accident victims, their widows and 
children or other dependents ac­ 
cording to tile report of L. S. Kish- 
baugh. chief of the claim division 
of the fund, to Dr. A M. Northrup, 
secretary of labor and industry. 
In fatal cases, more than 900 
widows, nearly 3400 children and 
240 mothers and fathers, who might 
otherwise been left dependent on 
charity, 
received 
compensation 
amounting to a total of $665,317 
which was $20,156 less than was ex­ 
pended in 1931. This does not in­ 
clude medical or funeral expenses. 
Medical expenses amounted to more 
than $527,245.85, which was $94 - 
726.40 less than last year, and fu­ 
neral expenses close to $25,000, a de­ 
crease of $5,357 over 1931. 
During 1932. there were 145 fatal 
accidents in commercial establish­ 
ments and coal mines insured with 
the 
state 
workmen’s 
insurance 
fund. 
Less than half of these oc­ 
curred in tire coal industry. Of the 
27,606 
non-fatal 
accidents 
more 
than one-third were mine accidents. 
A total of $2,709,886 was paid out 
in 1932 tor all compensation, includ­ 
ing latal and non-fatal cases, medi­ 
cal, funeral, and legal expenses. 
These figures represent a decrease 
of $171,192 over the total paid out 
in 1931.

I have tried, too. in my tim e, to be a philosopher: but, I don’t 
know how, cheerfulness was always breaking in!” 
Hume, who had quite a reputation for being a philosopher, once was 
taken to task by a brother friend, who upbraided a m an of his intellect 
for being a philosopher.
